Serious side effects may happen when you take ABILIFY, 
including:

Medicines like ABILIFY can raise the risk of death in elderly 
people who have lost touch with reality (psychosis) due to 
confusion and memory loss (dementia). ABILIFY is not 
approved for the treatment of patients with 
dementia-related psychosis. 
© Risk of suicidal thoughts or actions: Antidepressant 
medicines, depression and other serious mental 
illnesses, and suicidal thoughts or actions: 
Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal thoughts 
or actions in some children, teenagers, and young adults 
within the first few months of treatment. Depression and 
other serious mental illnesses are the most important 
causes of suicidal thoughts and actions. Some people may 
have a particularly high risk of having suicidal thoughts or 
actions including people who have (or have a family history 
of) bipolar illness (also called manic-depressive illness) or 
suicidal thoughts or actions. 
How can ! watch for and try to prevent suicidal 
thoughts and actions in myself or a family member?

depression and other illnesses. It is important to discuss 
all the risks of treating depression and also the risks of not 
treating it.

¢ Antidepressant medicines have other side effects. Talk 
to the healthcare provider about the side effects of the 
Medicine prescribed for you or your family member.

What is ABILIFY (aripiprazole)? 

ABILIFY is a prescription medicine used to treat: | 

*major depressive disorder in adults, as an add-on 
treatment to an antidepressant medicine when you do not 
get better with an antidepressant alone. 

The symptoms of major depressive disorder (MDD) 

include feeling of sadness and emptiness, loss of interest in 

activities that you once enjoyed and loss of energy, problems 

focusing and making decisions, feeling of worthlessness or 

guilt, changes in sleep or eating pattems, and thoughts of 

death or suicide. 


What should | tell my healthcare provider before taking 

ABILIFY? 

wipe taking ABILIFY, tell your healthcare provider if you have 

or had: 

* diabetes or high blood sugar in you or your family; your 
healthcare provider should check your blood sugar before 
you start ABILIFY and alse during therapy. 

¢ seizures (convulsions).

What should | avoid while taking ABILIFY?

After 18 years, threemen emerge from prison, thanks 
toaseries of documentaries—and funding from some 


seriously famous supporters. 


WE TEND TO THINK of movies as fun 
diversions. But every once in a while they 
have the power to change lives. When 
Joe Berlinger and Bruce Sinofsky’s 
award-winning documentary Paradise 
Lost: The Child Murders at Robin Hood 
Hills aired on HBO in 1996, it mobilized 
thousands of passionate advocates— 
including Johnny Depp, Peter Jackson, 
Winona Ryder, Eddie Vedder, Natalie 
Maines, and Henry Rollins—to rally 
around a trio of young men known as the 
West Memphis Three, who many felt 
had been wrongly accused of murder. 

On Aug. 19, after spending almost 
two decades in prison, Jason 
Baldwin, Jessie Misskelley Jr., and 
Damien Echols left a Jonesboro, 
Ark., courthouse as free men. 
“For all of us who have fought 
for this day, it’s thrilling,” 
Berlinger told EW from 
outside the courthouse. 

The trio, now in their 
mid-30s, were baby-faced 
teens when they were 
arrested for the murders of 
three 8-year-old boys in 1993. 
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—CHRIS NASHAWATY 


After the victims’ mutilated bodies were 
found in a wooded area of West Memphis, 
Ark., suspicions focused on the adolescent 
misfits, whose taste for heavy metal music 
and the occult made them easy targets. 
Despite a lack of evidence, they were con- 
victed of murder. Echols, the alleged ring- 
leader, was sentenced to death. 
Three years later, Paradise Lost brought 
national attention to the case. Ved- 
der, Maines, and Rollins staged 
benefit concerts. Berlinger and 
Sinofsky released a 2000 sequel 
that offered new evidence. 
Jackson and his partner, 
Fran Walsh, “put their 
attention into fund- 
ing and spearhead- 
ing DNA work, 
hiring forensic and 
other experts, plus

Kamins. Ultimately, there was enough of 
an outcry—and fresh evidence—to spark 
hope for a new trial. “You had the best 
minds in the business working on this 
case thanks to Johnny Depp, Peter Jack- 
son, and Eddie Vedder's financial support,” 
Berlinger says, putting the stars’ contri- 
butions at “many millions of dollars.” 
(Depp and Vedder declined to comment.) 

Then, last week, the state agreed to let 
the West Memphis Three go free if they 
pleaded guilty in what is called an Alford 
plea—meaning they can publicly main- 
tain their innocence. In this case, it also 
means they cannot sue the state, Vedder 
and Maines rushed to the courthouse 
when the men were released. Berlinger 
and Sinofsky were on hand too, to shoot a 
new ending for Paradise Lost 3: Purgatory, 
though they won’t have time to edit it in 
before its premiere next month at the 
Toronto Film Festival. As for Jackson and 
Walsh, Kamins says, “They are heavily 
involved in ongoing investigations, and the 
release of the guys is far from the end of 
the story.” After all, the West Memphis 
Three are still considered guilty in the eyes 
of the law and, as Jackson wrote on Face- 
book, “there's also a triple child-killer who 
has walked free for the last 18 years.” 

In the meantime, director Atom Egoyan 
is working on a feature-film version of the 
case. And why not? Hollywood endings 
like this don’t come along very often. m

Classic Rockers to Battle 
Labels Over Copyrights 


Some of your favorite albums from 1978—such as Elvis Costello's 
This Year's Model, Bruce Springsteen’s Darkness on the Edge of 
Town, and Blondie’s Parallel Lines—may soon be caught up in law- 
suits that could dictate U.S. copyright law for years to come. That's 
because of a provision in the law that went into effect on Jan. 1, 1978, 
allowing artists to file for “termination rights"—essentially reclaiming 
sole possession of their original works—after a period of 35 years, 
Numerous musicians, including Eagles frontman and Recording 
Artists’ Coalition founder Don Henley, are already taking steps to 
get back their master recordings from their labels. Henley seems 
ready for along series of court battles, but record companies are 
hoping to renegotiate the terms of their contracts with their classic 
cash cows—and many already have.

HERE’S MY CONTRIBUTION TO THE DEBATE OVER THE HELP, the much- 
discussed, fast-growing hit about black domestic servants and their white employers 
in early-’60s Mississippi: It’s a flawed and even dishonest film in many little ways and 
some important big ones. Go anyway. 

The Help's problems range from the cosmetic to the profound. It may seem nitpicky 
to note that the early-Amy-Irving ringlets on aspiring writer Skeeter Phelan seem to 
have been teleported from 15 years in the future, and that the white characters’ outfits 
are all too store-window new, their wigs too Hairspray bright. But sloppy details make 
the big picture harder to believe. When a New York book editor airily urges Skeeter 
to finish her oral history of maids “before this whole civil rights thing blows over,” it 
reveals the movie's own ignorance about what a Northern liberal would have believed 
in 1963. And that makes it hard to trust that it’s getting the South right, either. 

The Help deserves real credit for venturing onto turf most studio films don’t go 
near, but told properly, its story should make audiences uncomfortable rather than 
complacent. And here’s where the movie goes most wrong. Its villain, Hilly 
Holbrook—a hypocritical, smug, near-psychotic queen of the mean girls who would 
rather spit her own maid out into a hurricane than let her use her toilet—is so 
overdrawn that anyone not wearing a white hood can feel enlightened by compari- 
son. But most ladylike Southern racists didn’t behave like Cruella De Vil. The “nice,” 
the moderate, and the well-meaning—some of them were even good mothers!—also 
inflicted a thousand small insults and injuries that remain more challenging 
to confront. Instead of going there, The Help indulges in lowball 
comedy and the soothing cliché that black caregivers are almost 
supernaturally maternal, with enough love and time for their own 
children and their white charges. The fact that a stereotype is 
meant as a compliment doesn’t make it less simplistic. And the 
twist that a delicious meal cooked by a nice white lady is what 
gives outspoken Minny (Octavia Spencer) the fortitude to leave her 
abusive husband isn’t merely patronizing; it’s a violation of every- 
thing we know about her strong-willed character. 

But for all its lazy thinking, The Help convinced me that sometimes, 
performances can achieve a much deeper reality than the story that 
contains them. That’s certainly true of what Viola Davis, one of our 
toughest-minded, least sentimental actresses, does with Aibileen 
Clark. Over the years—as a maid in Far From Heaven, a desperate

Davis has created a 
gallery of women striv- 
ing to hold on to ratio- 
nality and pride even 
as the odds tilt against 
them. Her Aibileen is

and wary. When she 
walks, you feel the rust in her back and 
knees; when she misses the bus home 
because Skeeter wants to talk to her, her 
eyes and shoulders tell you what it costs 
her to extend her day. Using her con- 
trolled physicality, her low voice, and her 
radar for realism, she quiets the movie 
down—which it desperately needs—and 
turns herself into the embodiment of the 
pain, compromise, and strength The Help 
otherwise struggles to get right. Davis’ 
integrity melds so seamlessly with 
Aibileen’s that her work is wrenching on 
an almost unconscious level—the same 
way that older audiences may feel some- 
how gut-punched to see Cicely Tyson, 40 
years after Sounder and The Autobiogra- 
phy of Miss Jane Pittman, playing the 
aged, humiliated servant Constantine, 

These performances don’t just elevate 
The Help, they force the movie under your 
skin. There’s a scene in which a dozen 
maids assemble at Aibileen’s house, ready 
to tell their stories. Suddenly the screen is 
filled with mostly unfamiliar 
African-American actresses. 
If you imagine that even in 
2011, they have the same 
opportunities as their white 
counterparts, think again. 
Their presence resonates; 
they remind us that The Help 
isn’t just about history but 
about our world. If that 
unsettles you, you should see 
the movie soon. And if for 
some reason it doesn’t, you 
should see it sooner. &

Kight years after pulling up stakes and leaving 
the small screen, Sarah Michelle Gellar is 
making her return to TV on Ringer—only 
this time, one leading role just isn't enough.

ince she was 4, Sarah 
Michelle Gellar has 
worked in front of a 
camera. Commercials 
and T'V movies at 
first, followed by a

international pop icon and brought her 
movies like Cruel Intentions and The 
Grudge. Here on the set of her new thriller 
Ringer, debuting Sept. 13 on The CW, 

the 34-year-old actress knocks out her 
work with a poise and proficiency that only 
30 years in the biz can cultivate. 


Not a wasted gesture. Every look and glance has a purpose. 
Nothing breaks her focus. Not the black Versace dress soaking 
up the hot Los Angeles sun. Not the paparazzi stationed out-

today. “Sometimes I look into his eyes and I get so distracted 
that I forget my dialogue,” says Gellar during a break in shoot- 
ing. “And I never forget my dialogue.” 

Ringer—a sexy-sinister mystery filled with curveball twists, 
soapy drama, and two deliciously complex central characters— 
is a show that requires maximum concentration from its star, 
even in a scene where she has to play dumb. In this pivotal 
moment from the third episode, Carbonell’s dogged FBI agent, 
Victor Machado, is quizzing Gellar’s character—a woman he 
believes to be a wealthy, unhappily married Manhattan socialite 
named Siobhan—about her recent erratic behavior. What 
Victor doesn’t know is that this isn’t Siobhan but Siobhan’s 
twin sister, Bridget, an ex-stripper who believes that Siobhan

degree of difficulty. A recent day on the job found her perform- 
ing five different roles: Bridget in a flashback, Siobhan in a 
flashback, current Siobhan in Paris, current Bridget in New 
York City, and “Siobet,” Gellar’s term for Bridget pretending 
to be Siobhan. (“It was a little bit of a confusing day,” she says 
with a laugh.) Gellar has also chosen a career vehicle that 
advances her public image—decidedly adult, not teen—and 
yet contains the ingredients of her best, most memorable 
work. “Ringer is the perfect balance of what audiences want to 
see me do,” says Gellar. “It’s Cruel Intentions meets Buffy.” 

The CW hopes so. It believes it has one of the new TV 
season’s buzziest stories in Gellar, as well as a series that can 
broaden the network’s appeal among viewers (and adver- 
tisers) by skewing toward the older end of its 18-to-34 niche. 
Ringer will follow 90210 on Tuesday nights, but The CW’s 
new president, Mark Pedowitz, is counting on the Cult of 
Buffy, not a weak lead-in that averaged 1.8 million viewers 
last season, to make the show a success. “It’s all about Sarah 
Michelle Gellar,” says Pedowitz. “We thought it was a major 
get for The CW. She’s a bona fide superstar.” 

If Gellar is feeling any pressure, then she wears it as well 
as the designer dress she’s sporting for today’s scene. Kick- 
ing off the “fancy footwear” that’s pinching her ankles and 
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Nitherspoon in 1999

snacking from a plate of fruit in between shots, Gellar takes 
time to geek out over her favorite TV shows—Dexter, The 
Amazing Race, the Real Housewives franchise—and bemoan 
the death of daytime soaps, the genre that made her famous. 
“It breaks my heart,” she says. “I think there was a way to 
save the medium, and I just don’t think it was explored 
enough. And I am sorry, but The Chew? The [talk] show that 
is replacing All My Children? I don’t think it’! last.” 

A conversation with Gellar can cover a lot of ground very 
quickly. She’s a speed talker with an even speedier mind; she 
says she’s never done drugs or even drunk a Red Bull for fear of 
blowing out her already busybusybusy brain. Gellar has always 
exuded maturity beyond her years (Ringer co-creator Nicole 
Snyder sums up the star in a word: savvy), but she seems to 
have acquired a deeper quality of groundedness since we last 
knew her on 'T’'V. Part of it comes from becoming a mother. In 
2009, she gave birth to Charlotte, her daughter with actor 
Freddie Prinze Jr., her husband of nearly 10 years. (Add Sesame 
Street to Gellar’s list of must-see T'V shows: “I swear my child 
isn’t as interested in it as I am. I love it.”) But part of it also 
comes from feeling so confident in Buffy’s legacy that she has 
nothing to prove. “Ultimately you want to do something in life 
that people will remember. And with Buffy, I did that,” says 
Gellar. “I don’t feel like I need to achieve something. I just do it 
because it’s fun. And that takes a lot of pressure off.” 


For Sarah Michelle Gellar, the road back to television has 
had more twists and turns than finger itself. After staking her 
last vampire in 2003, Gellar wanted to try movies, but she also 
needed a break; Buffy had sucked her dry. She wanted to spend 
more time with Prinze, whom she had met while making 
I Know What You Did Last Summer in 1997 and wed in 2002.

She craved fresh, expanding life experiences. “I was young. 
I was newly married. And I had worked like a dog,” she says. 
“T just wanted to live and travel.” She fulfilled a long-held 
dream of living in Tokyo while shooting the horror smash 
The Grudge, and traveled the globe to promote it. Some less 
successful creepshows (The Grudge 2) and arty indies followed, 
most notably the critically drubbed Southland Tales and one 
of Gellar’s personal faves, The Air I Breathe, starring Forest 
Whitaker and Andy Garcia. 

Eventually, the nomadic lifestyle that goes with making 
movies lost its appeal. Gellar was also growing disenchanted 
with the quality of parts coming her way. “That was a bit ofa 
letdown for me after Buffy,” says Gellar. At first, she explains, 
“T thought, The [movie] roles are going to be just like Buffy. 
You're not going to get stuck playing ‘the girlfriend’ or ‘the 
wife,’ you’re going to get these three-dimensional characters. 
But truthfully, those roles are very rare. It’s a better time for 
actresses on T'V than on film.” 

And so Gellar decided to return to television—but not with 
Ringer. In the spring of 2009, the actress shot an HBO pilot 
called The Wonderful Maladys, a dramedy about brainy, 
screwed-up adult siblings set in New York City created by 
screenwriter Charles Randolph (Love & Other Drugs). Gellar, 
who likens the project to HBO’s Jn Treatment in terms of its 
erudition and rarefied appeal, says the show wasn’t the right 


fit for her, and vice versa. “Charles Randolph is an amazing 


writer. In the beginning, it was great fun to say the dialogue I 


- would normally never get to say, to be that esoteric and liter- 


ate. But ultimately we realized that we speak to two different 
worlds, and it was hard to mix those two different worlds,” 
says Gellar. “Maladys spoke to a very, very small demographic. 


| I think I can do something that reaches a broader audience.” 
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Then came a (baby) bump in the 
comeback road, though daughter 
Charlotte was more than welcome. 
Gellar—who shot the Maladys pilot 
while pregnant—says it was always 
her plan to go back to work after 
six months. When Charlotte arrived, 
Gellar realized she wanted more time 
with her little lady. “I got to see the 
first step, hear the first word,” she 
says. “Most people—and certainly 
many working moms—are not lucky 
enough to get that. I wanted to appre- 
ciate the fact that I had worked so 
hard all my life to be able to have those 
moments. I don’t regret anything 
about making that choice.” 

One of those non-regrets turned out 
to be Ringer itself. Just after Charlotte 
was born in the fall of 2009, Gellar 
received the pilot script for Ringer by 
the writing team of Eric Charmelo 
and Nicole Snyder (Supernatural), 
whom she knew well. A decade earlier, 
Gellar had been interested in their (still 
unproduced) movie script Pampered, 
about a rich-witchy Paris Hilton type 
who gets pregnant and has to keep the 
baby to receive her inheritance. She 
loved Ringer, but passed due to new 
motherhood. She got another chance 
one year later when CBS acquired the 
project and approached her anew. 
While she was ready to resume her 
career, Gellar needed assurances 
from CBS that Ringer’s shooting 
schedule would be organized around 
her family life instead of the other way 
around, (For example: weekends off, 
as much as possible. The actress 
credits a conversation with another 
Hollywood mom, The Good Wife star 
Julianna Margulies, for counsel on 
how to juggle the demands of parenthood with starring on a 
T'V show.) Just days after Team Ringer finished the pilot, CBS 
execs notified Gellar and the producers that the show no 
longer fit into their plans for the new season and asked them 
to consider a slot on CBS’ sister network, The CW.

On The CW, 
Ringer wouldn’t have to generate CS/-like ratings to be a 
success. On The CW, Gellar’s star power would have more 
impact. “CBS is the police-procedural network,” says Ringer 
exec producer Pam Veasey, who also serves as showrunner 
for CSI: NY. “They knew they had a good pilot, but [they] also 
felt Sarah would just get lost in the CBS world.”

Lady Antebellum could use a 
drink.

EW Tell me about this bacon-infused 
whiskey.

Hillary Scott You pretty much can’t get 
away from bacon or whiskey in the 
South. Put a doughnut in it and you’d be 
good to go. 

Hillary, this could be the signature drink at 
your wedding. 

Scott Yeah, my fiancé is a big bourbon 
drinker. This place is actually very dear 
to us. Right here at the bar was where he 
asked me to be his girlfriend. He DTR’d 
it [defined the relationship]! 

Charles Kelley My wife [music publicist 
Cassie McConnell] and I met right down 
the street. Our single “Just a Kiss” is 
kind of about that moment.

[McEntire] emailed my mom a picture of 
me and her son at their house in Nash- 
ville, and I’m driving my Barbie car and 
he’s in the passenger seat. I’m probably 
6 and he’s 3. Now that I’m old enough to 
process what that means, it’s bizarre. 

Kelley Growing up [in Augusta, Georgia], 
I played in garage bands and cover 
bands with my older brother [singer- 
songwriter Josh Kelley, who’s married to 
Katherine Heigl], and he got us a gig 
opening up for some hippie jam band. 
I was 15. I felt like such an adult! My 
parents were out of town that night, and 
I went up to their Jacuzzi tub, and I lay 
in there in the bubbles, drinking a 
Michelob. I probably played for eight 
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people that night, but to me that was 
the coolest thing in the world. I had the 
lights dimmed, and | was sippin’ this 
beer, like, “You’ve made it, Charles.” 
Speaking of owning the night, how did 
you celebrate after the Grammys? 

Kelley After Song of the Year, I came 
backstage and saw my publicist bawling, 
and that was it.

Kelley Dierks was so hammered, he 
stood up on this glass table... 

Haywood All the drinks just went every- 
where! 

Kelley The owner was like, “You gotta 
get out of here.” And the Kings guys 
were like, “No, he’s cool! He’s cool!” 
That night was funny, because we 
always feel really comfortable at the 
Academy of Country Music Awards, but 
at the Grammys, people were like, “Who 
in the £-- is Lady Antebellum?” 

What's the biggest difference between 
the Country Music Awards and the 
Grammys? 

Haywood One’s a family reunion, and the 
other is Entourage world. At the 
Grammys, you walk down the halls and 
everyone's got five security guards. You 
can’t talk to anybody. You always feel 
out of place, like, “Hey, the rednecks are 
in town!” The country [shows] are 
the most fun. Between Jason Aldean, 
Luke Bryan, and Miranda Lambert, 
there’s this group of us that hangs out 
backstage and goes partying afterward. 
Scott Right now, with Miranda, Luke, 
Blake [Shelton], Jason—there’s a cama- 
raderie. You look back a couple of 
generations, and Reba, Brooks & 
Dunn, Garth, and George Strait were all 
superstars, but it wasn’t competitive. 
The success everyone was having inspired 
them all to be better. And that’s happen- 
ing in the country community now. 

You were at Miranda and Blake’s 
wedding. | heard Miranda killed the deer 
that they served to the guests. 

Haywood Oh, yeah. All of the good stuff, 
she killed. 

Kelley Blake called me out for being the 
drunkest person at the party. I sang his 
song “Who Are You When I’m Not Look- 
ing,’ and I said I was in love with him, and 
I was mad at Miranda for taking him away. 
Scott Miranda said, “You're fired! Get off 
the stage!” 

Kelley The country crowd just has fun.

While he’s best known for his steely-eyed news coverage 
of tragedies like Hurricane Katrina and his CNN series 
Anderson Cooper 360°, in person the 44-year-old is a charis- 
matic, easy-to-talk-to charmer who has quite a silly streak— 
something the world recently glimpsed when a video of him 
giggling over potty puns went viral. (Thank you, Gérard 
Depardieu.) And it’s exactly this side of Cooper that he’s set to 
unleash come Sept. 12 with the premiere of his new daytime 
talk show, Anderson.

“There are sides to him that are coming 
out now that are spontaneous and fun and charming and even 
flirty,” says Anderson executive producer Lisa Morin. Adds

In the ’70s, the pair threw dinner parties that 
attracted the likes of Chaplin, Capote, and photographer 
Gordon Parks, among others.

That’s what we had [in our refrigerator],” says Cooper. “Then 
my mom would be like, ‘You should eat more.’ And I'd be like,

‘Yeah, but what?’” He adds, “I’ve got a really unique and 
amazing mom. It wasn’t Ozzie and Harriet, but I don’t think 
Ozzie and Harriet were Ozzie and Harriet. I think Ozzie was 
wearing latex lederhosen underneath his suits.” 

Though it was marked by elegant parties and lavish homes, 
Cooper’s early life also had a surfeit of tragedy—specifically the 
deaths of his father and his older brother, Carter. Wyatt Cooper 


_ passed away from a heart attack when Anderson was 10 years 


old. “A lot changed with my dad’s death,” he admits. “I was a 


_ much more interesting person before the age of 10. I was more 
_ outgoing and funny. In my teenage years, after my dad's death, I 
_ became serious and focused on being independent and working.” 


Anderson was entering his senior year at Yale when he 
received a phone call from his mother saying that his brother, 
Carter, had killed himself by leaping off the balcony of their 
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Upper East Side home. “I think particularly once suicide 
has entered your reality, once it’s entered your lexicon, it’s 
always sort of there,” says Cooper. “That’s one of the insidi- 
ous things about it. Skin grows over a wound, but it’s still 
there.” Cooper’s way of treating that wound was by plung- 
ing headlong into dangerous situations to tell other people’s 
stories. At 24, he created a fake press pass and traveled to 
Burma, where he reported on students attempting to over- 
throw the government. He sold the footage to classroom 
network Channel One, and by 1993 he was a full-time 
correspondent there. He scored a job at ABC News in 1995 
before landing at CNN six years later. 

Anderson Cooper 360° premiered in prime time in 2008, but it 
wasn’t until his tireless and emotional coverage of Hurricane

Katrina in 2005 that people really began talking about the silver 
fox. “He’s been the champion of people who cannot advocate for 
themselves for many years,” says pal Kelly Ripa, with whom 
Cooper has guest-hosted on Live! With Regis and Kelly. “It wasn’t 
really given a lot of attention until Katrina, obviously, but it’s 
been within him for a long, long time.” His most talked-about 
moment came when he lost his cool and scolded Louisiana 
senator Mary Landrieu during an interview: “For the last 
four days, I have been seeing dead bodies in the streets here in 
Mississippi. And to listen to politicians thanking each other and 
complimenting each other... There are a lot of people here who 
are very upset and very angry and very frustrated.” Reflecting 
on it now, Cooper says, “I think it had been building up for a 
couple of days. I had just come off being with a female body- 
recovery team, and they had found a family that had drowned in 
their living room.” The disaster also hit home for the reporter: 
Wyatt Cooper was born in Mississippi and lived in New Orleans 
for a period of time; he took young Anderson on trips to the 
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Louisiana city. “New Orleans is such a city of memory,” explains 
Cooper. “It certainly had extra relevance in my life.” 


JULY 2011 The tiny pile dedicated to the daytime show in Cooper's 
CNN headquarters has now grown into a corner office in the 
Time & Life Building, the home of Anderson’s staff. (The show 
tapes at the Time Warner Center.) Employees are having 
their first staff meeting with Cooper, and a buzz fills the spacious 
floor. For many of them, it’s the first time they'll be meeting 
their boss, so they’ve dressed up for the occasion. Cooper, 
meanwhile, shows up in his typical uniform: jeans, sneakers, 
an untucked blue button-down shirt. He’s ridden his bike to 
work, and, unfortunately, the AC is broken in the conference 
room.

As the meeting comes toa 
close, a staffer tells Cooper that she heard from someone that 
there are multiple babies in Haiti who have been named 
Anderson because of the work he did there after the 2010 
earthquake. He looks touched, but jokes, “That sounds like a 
Maury DNA episode.” Cooper’s bravery during the aftermath 
of Haiti’s earthquake led to another Katrina-like watercooler 
moment: Noticing a young boy being hit with rocks by looters, 
Cooper dropped his camcorder and ran to the kid. “I just 
remember his blood was really hot, and then handing him 
over a barricade,” he explains. “I never saw him again. It’s 
interesting, moments like that. Your adrenaline is pumping 
so fast. Your mouth gets so dry. After it’s done, it’s like you’re 
exhausted. It’s incredible what adrenaline does.” 

It was months later that Cooper would begin his next 
adventure. In the summer, he took a meeting with Tele- 
pictures president Hilary Estey McLoughlin; the pair bonded 
over a TLC special on primordial dwarfs they had both 
recently watched. She had been following Cooper’s contract

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renegotiations with CNN and saw an opportunity to grab 
him for a talk show. “I’ve always checked on Anderson on a 
regular basis, because he’s been on our wish list,” McLoughlin 
says. “I started sensing Disney was going to make a move on 
him to put him in that spot if Regis ever left.” (While Regis 
Philbin announced his retirement in January, Cooper says 
that Disney never offered him the job.) McLoughlin and Cooper’s 
agent devised a plan that would keep him at CNN and give 
him his own Telepictures show—both of those are in 
the Time Warner family (as is ENTERTAINMENT WEEKLY). “I 
thought these are people I'd really like to work with,” says 
Cooper, who had also taken a meeting at Oprah Winfrey’s 
company, Harpo. “It didn’t involve moving and didn't involve 
leaving CNN.” In September 2010, the anchor signed a new 


long-term contract with CNN and a deal to host his own 
syndicated talk show beginning in the fall of 2011. 


AUGUST 2011 Cooper emerges from his dressing room after the 
Toddlers & Tiaras test episode wearing a white T-shirt and 
khakis, and makes the five-minute walk to his CNN office. He 
orders his usual lunch—dry Boston Market turkey with corn 
and mashed potatoes (no gravy; it’s too “fattening”)—and sits 
down to reflect. “I think we're definitely still finding the groove,” 
says Cooper of his fledgling talk show. “It’s important to me that 
every show be entertaining and informative.” Anderson will be 
a mix of celebrity interviews and personal stories, which, says 
his friend Kathy Griffin, plays to Cooper’s 
strengths: “He can talk to Angelina Jolie one 
day, and then talk to Hosni Mubarak the 
next day. Not sure if he can get Mubarak on 
the phone this week. If anyone could, it would 
be him, though.” 


There’s no clarity, however, on whether Cooper will address 
the one topic many people want him to talk about: his personal 
life. For years, he has declined to speak about it—even after Out 
magazine ranked him No. 2 onits list of “The 50 Most Powerful 
Gay Men and Women in America” in 2007. “My job has been 
reporting for so long,” explains Cooper. “I have a nightly news- 
cast. I’m not really interested in who reporters are seeing. The 
less I know about reporters, the better, from my perspective as 
a viewer. I’m not interested in their personal lives. But I under- 
stand people are, and, you know, we'll see.” Of course, daytime

And what would Wyatt Cooper think about his son’s 
new daytime-talk-show venture? “I think he would be tickled 
by the whole thing,” says Cooper, finishing his lunch. “He 
was a great storyteller. He would be great having his own 
talk show,” he muses, before launching into his own great 
story about the time he got pranked by 
Candid Camera as a child, and how his 
resulting tearful meltdown kept the episode 
from airing. It may have been the last time 
Cooper wasn’t camera-ready. If only his

offering up some of his always-welcome echt 
Coogan smarm). And lesbian Natalie (indie- 
world sprite Zooey Deschanel) is a would-be 
stand-up comedian who feels compelled to 
cheat on her swell girlfriend (swell Rashida 
Jones), a lovely bruiser in Bermuda shorts. 
Mom (Shirley Knight), meanwhile, gets by 
befogged by copious glasses of white wine. 

At the beginning of this bouncy, bighearted 
comedy of Capraesque life lessons, directed 
by Jesse Peretz (TV’s Important Things With 
Demetri Martin), happy hippie Ned is generous 
enough to sell a uniformed cop some weed. 
This act of moronic kindness lands the holy fool 
some jail time. When he's sprung, he learns 
that his girlfriend (Kathryn Hahn, hilarious 
as a pacifist feminist perpetually spoiling for 
a fight) has dumped him, kicked him off their 
organic farm, and claimed ownership of Ned’s 
beloved dog. (The dog, named Willie Nelson, is 
shamelessly milked for every awwww a four- 
legged costar can add to a human-based plot.) 

Homeless, Ned begins an eventful round of 
crashing at each sister’s home, and chaos 
erupts in each household as his inconvenient 
honesty exposes the lies and pretensions 
with which each sibling has built her daily 
routines. The results are enlightening. 


Screenwriter Evgenia Peretz (she’s the sister 
of the director and co-wrote the sharp script 
with David Schisgall) is a contributing editor 
at Vanity Fair. As it happens, fictional sister 
Miranda works at a version of VF’, where 

she connives to write an incisive profile of a 
rich British chick named Lady Arabella 
(Janet Montgomery), while Ned gets Lady A 
chatting just by talking to her like a person. 

I do wish the movie's ending weren't so 
squishy. It’s been changed from the finale 
that Sundance audiences saw earlier this 
year and now reeks of focus-group testing— 
well, either that or a lack of confidence in the 
director’s comedy rhythms on the part of 
The Weinstein Company (which bought the 
movie in Park City for big money). What was 
once specific and sparkling is now more 
blandly glossy and sweet. 

Our Idiot Brother looks like the set might 
have been the happiest place on earth for its 
participants, who also include Parks and 
Recreation’s Adam Scott and improv comedian 
T.J. Miller (Cloverfield). Like, wow, dude, even 
Hugh Dancy pops by for a cameo as a self- 
serious artist, while the divine stage actor 
and TV regular Julie White (Law & Order: 
SVU) steals her scenes as a crackpot guru. 
As Ned would say—sincerely, beatifically, 
with no embarrassment that Woodstock is so 
42 year's ago: Far out. Right on. Peace. B+

Don’t Be Afraid 
Of the Dark

Don’t Be Afraid of the Dark opens with a 
brutally unsettling sequence: In a stately 
stone manor, a man traps a pretty house- 
keeper and smashes her teeth with a hammer 
(he’s already done the same thing to him- 
self), all to offer up those teeth as a ritual 
sacrifice to the spirits who live there. (The 
spirits must sit around watching Saw 
sequels.) I can’t say that I totally enjoyed this 
sequence, but it did seem a harbinger of a 
sickly effective shocker; so did the fact that 
fantasy/horror maestro Guillermo del Toro 
(Pan’s Labyrinth) is the film’s producer and 
co-writer. But Don’t Be Afraid of the Dark is 
neither colorfully brutal nor especially fun. 
It’s a plodding, derivative gothic potboiler: 
The Shining meets Coraline, with a touch of 
Gremlins played (boringly) straight. 

Decades after that prelude, a young girl, 
very serious Sally (Bailee Madison), comes 
to the manor house to live with her father 
(Guy Pearce), an architect who is renovating 
the place, and his girlfriend (Katie Holmes), 
who’s assisting him in attempting to land 
their dream of an Architectural Digest cover. 
Pearce and Holmes, often fine performers, 
here stoop to the kind of Amityville Horror

acting in which every line gets highlighted 
and overstated. (And why is Pearce wearing 
a scruffy dark brush cut that looks like a 
wig?) Of course, it’s the kind of cheesy acting 
you can forgive when a horror film delivers, 
but Don’t Be Afraid of the Dark grows less 
suspenseful as it goes on. The spirits, heralded 
by echoey whispers (“Sall-eee! Now you’ll 
see what it’s like down here!”), are a small, 
scurrying army of 10-inch-tall, humpbacked 
simian beasties who look like they came out 
of a CGI demo reel. There’s no mystery to 
them, which may be why there’s no fear.

Why This Is the Year of 


JESSICA 
CHASTAI 


You may have recognized the actress playing sweet, shunned 
Celia in 7/he Help and wondered where you'd seen her before. 
The answer is...everywhere. By Anthony Breznican 


OR ONCE, Jessica Chastain is 


giving a really bad performance. 


It happens at the end of an 
interview that has run so long it’s 
crossing into the time when John 
Madden, who directed her in next 
week’s Holocaust revenge tale The 
Debt, is supposed to be calling me 
to chat about her for this article. 
When my cell phone rings, Chastain 
playfully decides to answer and trick 
Madden by pretending to be the 
reporter. Let’s just say it’s not the 
most successful audition. First, she 

an’t keep a straight face, “Hello,” 
she says in such an unnaturally deep 


voice that she starts openly laughing. 


“It’s Jessica,” she quickly admits to a 
perplexed Madden (Shakespeare in 
Love) before handing the phone 
back. “I couldn’t do it!” she says. 
There’s a first time for everything. 
After years of working on stage and 
in bit parts on T'V shows like ER 
and Law & Order: Trial by Jury, the 
Juilliard-trained actress, 30, is making

one of the most impressive Holly- 
wood breakthroughs in years, with 
head-turning roles in three current 
films (and three more films due by 
year’s end—see sidebar). She is 

the nurturing, ethereal mother 
opposite Brad Pitt’s harsh father in 
Terrence Malick’s The Tree of Life; 
the buxom, vulnerable Celia in The 
Help; and now a Mossad agent who's 
hunting a sadistic Nazi in The Debt 
(out Aug, 31). “Can you imagine those 
three characters in a car together?” 
Chastain says, drinking green 
lemonade in a Beverly Hills café. 

In real life Chastain is delicate 
and fair-skinned, with hair the kind 
of red that makes tourists flock to 
New England in October. She is 
sometimes mistaken for her Help 
costar Bryce Dallas Howard, which 
she takes as a compliment (“She’s 
really a cool person, and incredibly 
beautiful”) and jokes about using 
as a cover for bad behavior: “Could 
you imagine if | entered a party 


like that? ‘Make way for Bryce!’” 

Born and raised in Northern 
California, Chastain lives mostly in 
Los Angeles, though work has kept 
her pretty nomadic lately. Her hobby? 
Playing tunes by Radiohead and the 
Flaming Lips on the ukulele, because 
the instrument can be packed easily. 
She performs only for herself...except 
for that one Halloween party. “I was 
dressed as Spock,” she says. “We all 
had to do a talent, and I wasn't going 
to do a monologue.” 

Chastain’s sudden ubiquity can 
be traced back to Al Pacino, who 
first cast her in a 2006 stage produc- 
tion of Oscar Wilde’s Salomé (and 
an upcoming movie version, called 
Wilde Salomé, which is awaiting 
distribution). Pacino became her 
mentor and unofficial publicist, 
mentioning her to fellow actors and 
filmmakers, including Tree of Life 
director Malick. “Acting all of a sud- 
den opposite Brad Pitt in a Terrence 
Malick movie,” she says, “people 
were taking notice. That was the 
first time I started to meet with 
great directors.” Malick recom- 
mended her to John Hillcoat, who 
cast her as a gangster’s moll in the 
Prohibition drama The Wettest County 
in the World (release TBD), and 
to Jeff Nichols, who cast her in 
Take Shelter (Sept. 30). “It’s like 
there’s a game of telephone going 
around,” she says. 

Malick also suggested her to 
Madden—who'd been looking for 
a fresh face for The Debt. “I was 
quite intent on casting an unknown,” 
he chuckles. “She has blown my 
strategy wide open.” m

mysterious drama about the life, 
love, faith, and heartbreak of one 
woman who's an evangelical Chris- 
tian. Higher Ground insists on the 
deep normality of true believers, 
but it also portrays their belief as a 
choice that seeps into mundane 
moments of existence. The upbeat 
homiletic fervor of church spreads 
over to domestic chores, to picnics 
and parties, to innocent flirtation 
and not-so-innocent flirtation. 

Farmiga plays Corinne, who 
opened her heart to Jesus as a 
young girl. In high school in the ’70s 
(where she’s played by Farmiga’s 
sister ‘Taissa), Corinne dates a Peter 
Frampton-haired, aviator-framed 
student rock & roller, and once 
they’re married she is baptized into a tightly 
knit community of Christians. It’s like a sect of 
the Amish transplanted to the hippie suburbs, 
with rules and phrases and manners, a way of 
thinking, for every occasion. Corinne’s friend 
Annika (the magnetic Dagmara Dominczyk) is 
a free spirit who speaks in tongues and gives 
brazen bedroom advice. At moments, it’s all 
very Christian-sitcom nudge-nudge, but mostly 
it’s fascinating. Farmiga, working from a script 
by Carolyn Briggs and 'Tim Metcalfe (based on 
Briggs’ memoir), directs with visual elegance 
and a humane flow. She keeps us parsing the 
emotional psychology of characters like the 
preacher who's a territorial office politician; the 
men’s-group leader with his Jesus-approved 
erotic-advice cassettes; and Corinne’s husband 
(Joshua Leonard), a laid-back man so piously 
controlled, and so deep-down angry about it, 
that he can’t give his wife what she needs. 

The movie turns on a paradox. The men and 
women in Higher Ground have chosen a life in 
which God is comfort, a security blanket they 
carry around. Yet all the discomfort and pain 
of life leaks in anyway. Farmiga uses her Lady 
Madonna face to flood Corinne with beatific 
passion, even as she finds at times that she’s in 
a Stepford straitjacket. She makes Corinne a 
striver who gives herself over to Christianity 
yet chafes at it, too; supplication doesn't sit 
well with her. Will evangelicals embrace Higher 
Ground? Maybe not. Some will say it’s too car- 
toonishly anthropological. On some level, they 
may be right. Yet Higher Ground breaks crucial, 
sacred ground in American moviemaking.

The 1986 megahit that

OP GUN HAS always 
been more than just 
an action flick about 
a cocky young fighter 
pilot who feels the 
need for speed. In ‘ 
fact, you could say 
that over the past 25 
years it’s snowballed 
into a national Rorschach test that 
tells us how we feel about ’80s cinema. 
After all, it’s possible to watch the saga of 
Tom Cruise’s swaggering flyboy Maverick and 
get swept up in its love story and death-defying aerial 
dogfights and experience it as nothing more than the rous- 
ing, rah-rah Reagan-era smash it was. But it’s also possible 
to sit through the same film and experience a sense 
of dread. A sinking feeling that all of the movie’s 
superficial glitz signaled the beginning of the end—the

Inside an Icon’s Farewell 
Album and Tour 


Over the past half century, the Rhinestone Cowboy has sold some 45 million 
records and delivered a slew of country-pop hits. Recently diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s, he prepares for a final CD and tour. —DAVE KARGER

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Sitting in the kitchen of his spacious 
Malibu home, Glen Campbell is 
explaining how golf made him realize 
how much he loves his day job. “I can 
get that thing in my hand and I can’t 
hit it every time,” he says of his often 
frustrating trips to the links. “And it 
really ticks me off. But I can go out 
there and play guitar.” 

He can say that again. In a career 
that’s spanned more than 50 years, 
Campbell has evolved from sought- 
after session musician to country-pop 
superstar with hits like “Wichita 
Lineman” and “Rhinestone Cowboy,” 
while moonlighting as an actor (1969's 
True Grit) and a variety-show host 
(The Glen Campbell Goodtime Hour). 
Now, two months after revealing 
that he has been diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s disease, the Arkansas- 
bred legend is writing his final musi- 
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cal chapter, releasing the stunningly 
vulnerable album Ghost on the Canvas 
(out Aug. 30) and embarking on what 
he’s calling his Goodbye Tour. “Age is a 
word—I’m 75 and I feel like a kid,” he 
says, before quoting one of his old 
friend Roger Miller’s favorite 
lines: “I can still jump as high, 
but I can’t stay up as long.” 

Though Campbell—who lives 
with Kim, his wife of 
almost 30 years— 
maintains a gentle 
and sunny disposi- 
tion, he has trouble 
answering direct 
questions or re- 
membering events 
of the past: Within five 
minutes of discussing a 
recent concert at a resort 
in Biloxi, Miss., he asks 


Ve 


Kim, who's sitting nearby, “Was that 
in Alabama in that big hotel?” Camp- 
bell began to notice lapses in his 
memory while recording Ghost last 
year. “On a few little things, he got 
stories confused and his wife would 
correct him,” says Chris Isaak, who 
contributes vocals and guitar to “In 
My Arms,” the album’s most rollick- 
ing track. “But if l was going to have 
to lose a few memories or lose my 
ability to sing and play, I’d rather be 
able to sing and play. That voice of 
his and that guitar of his, 
those are gifts that 
nobody has.” 
Indeed, while he 
may not be able to remember the 
word Alzheimer’s, Campbell remains a 
musical perfectionist. “He’s a real 
fanatical guy regarding lyrics and 
rhythm,” says Ghost producer Julian 
Raymond. “‘It’s gotta be faster, I 
don’t like that lyric.” He knows what 
he wants.” His soaring tenor and 
showy guitar licks haven’t faded 
either. “There’s a magical thing that 
happens when he walks on stage,” 
Kim says. “All of a sudden it’s like 
bam, he’s Glen Campbell, and it kicks 
in. I don’t know if it’s muscle memory, 
but it’s just natural to him.” Still, he'll 
have a teleprompter on tour for | 
those moments when lyrics escape 
him. “They’re not perfect shows,” 
says Kim. “There’s a few mess-ups 
here and there. But he always tells 
the audience, ‘If you do it perfect...” 
“They’ll want it every time,” 
| Glen finishes with a laugh. 
Perfect has long been an elusive 
word for Campbell, whose career 
5 highs were offset by alcohol 
| abuse and three divorces. 
But as he prepares to 
bid his fans farewell, 
he finally seems at 
peace. “God gives 
m everybody a 
chance,” he 
says. “It took 
me a long time 
to pick up on that. I’ve 
just been blessed—I don’t 
know what else I can say.”
